By  so  doing  you  will  be  assured  of  getting  all  of  the  dahlias  wanted, 
because  every  season  our  stock  of  many  varieties  is  booked  up  even  before 
the  shipping  season  begins.  All  orders  are  acknowledged  and  entered  at  the 
time  they  are  received  and  the  roots  are  reserved,  to  be  sent  out  when 
required  for  planting. 

Terms — Remittance  with  order  on  or  before  shipment.  Please  remit  by 
bank  draft,  Post  Office  money  order  or  registered  mail.  No  stock  sent  C.O.D. 
unless  50  per  cent  of  purchase  price  accompanies  order. 

TIME  OF  SHIPMENT 

This  varies  for  different  localities  and  it  will  assist  us  in  filling  orders 
at  the  proper  time  if  our  customers  will  specify  the  approximate  date  they 
wish  to  have  their  roots  shipped.  We  recommend  April,  May  and  June  as  the 
best  months  in  which  to  plant,  and  will  use  our  best  judgment  as  to  the 
time  of  shipment  unless  a  definite  date  is  specified  in  the  order. 

PRICES  QUOTED 

Prices  quoted  are  for  divisions  of  field  grown  roots  which  have  not 
been  forced  or  propagated  from,  and  include  the  prepayment  of  postage  on 
all  retail  orders  over  $2.00.  On  orders  off  less  amount  a  charge  of  fifteen 
cents  is  made  to  cover  postage  and  packing. 

SUBSTITUTION 

We  do  not  substitute  for  any  varieties  which  may  be  sold  out  unless 
expressly  permitted  to  do  sc,  and  when  placing  the  order,  it  is  well  to  make  a 
few  extra  selections  which  we  may  ship  in  case  the  supply  of  some  of  the 
stock  is  exhausted. 

OUR  GUARANTEE 

All  dahlia  roots  are  guaranteed  to  be  true  to  name  as  grown  by  us,  and 
to  reach  the  customer  in  growing  condition;  we  are  ready  and  willing  to 
replace  any  that  should  prove  otherwise.  However,  not  having  control  over 
the  plants  after  they  are  set  out,  it  is  hardly  reasonable  to  hold  us  responsible 
for  losses  caused  by  insects,  drouth,  poor  soils,  unfavorable  locations,  oh  other 
natural  causes.  We  use  the  greatest  care  throughout  the  growing  season  to 
cull  out  diseased  plants  and  all  that  are  not  true  to  variety  and  believe  that 
our  stock  is  as  clean  as  human  care  can  make  it. 

A  FEW  POINTS  ON  GROWING  DAHLIAS 

Any  soil  which  will  grow  good  vegetables  will  grow  good  dahlias.  If  too 
heavy,  lighten  it  with  barn  yard  manure,  coal  ashes  or  sand.  If  run  down,  add 
fertilizer;  barn  yard  manure  is  best. 

Do  not  plant  until  all  danger  of  frost  is  over.  Place  the  roots  four  to 
six  inches  deep,  laying  them  horizontally;  do  not  stand  on  end. 

Water  sparingly  during  the  early  stages  of  growth,  but  keep  the  ground 
well  cultivated.  Water  heavily  when  the  flowers  appear  and  mulch  with  any 
suitable  material  obtainable. 

Do  not  allow  the  flowers  to  die  on  the  bush  or  go  to  seed;  cut  them  off 
in  order  to  have  continuous  bloom.  Cut  the  flowers  with  long  stems;  this  will 
naturally  thin  out  the  bush  and  give  you  more  flowers  in  the  end. 

And  above  all,  do  not  be  disappointed  or  discouraged  if  you  do  not  grow 
enormous  exhibition  flowers  on  your  first  attempt.  Remember  that  the  mam¬ 
moth  blooms  seen  at  the  dahlia  shows  are  produced  by  growers  with  years 
of  experience.

Wonderful  dahlias  may  be  grown  from  seed  and  the  plants  will  bloom 
the  first  season,  making  as  large  bushes  as  if  grown  from  roots. 

But  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  seedling  dahlias  will  be  entirely 
new  varieties,  and,  while  some  may  resemble  the  parent  plant,  there  will 
always  be  differences,  and  in  many  cases  there  will  be  no  resemblance  what¬ 
ever  to  the  parent.  However,  it  is  just  this  uncertainty  that  makes  the  grow¬ 
ing  of  seedlings  so  interesting  and  there  is  always  the  possibility  of  develop¬ 
ing  a  new  variety  which  wTill  be  superior  to  any  we  have  as  yet;  final  perfection 
in  the  dahlia  has  by  no  means  been  attained. 

The  climatic  conditions  in  Southern  California  are  such  that  the  seed 
produced  here  is  superior  to  that  grown  anywhere  else.  We  have  an  excep¬ 
tionally  long  growing  season,  and  for  this  reason  it  is  not  necessary  to  harvest 
the  seed  until  late  in  the  year.  This  condition  allows  the  best  and  most  double 
varieties  to  form  seed,  which  is  not  possible  in  localities  where  the  growth 
is  stopped  earlier  in  the  season.

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Hybrid  Delphinium  Seed 

In  order  to  supply  the  missing  blue  shades  to  the  garden — a  color  lacking 
in  dahlias,  I  am  now  listing  seeds  from  my  new  type  of  this  magnificent  flower. 
The  tall  spikes  have  well  placed  flowers  that  are  single,  semi-double  and 
double  and  in  color,  range  from  azure  blue,  Chinese  blue,  two-toned  and 
rich  dark  blue  flushed  with  pink  and  orchid  tones  and  every  color  is  alive 
and  iridescent.  The  stems  are  stiff  and  wiry,  which  is  a  very  wonderful  im¬ 
provement  to  this  flower. 

A  lovely  effect  can  be  obtained  by  a  blending  of  dahlias  and  delphinium 
that  is  difficult  to  equal,  especially  when  planted  in  masses.  Delphinium  is 
very  easy  to  grow  when  the  planting  instructions  are  followed!  carefully. 

We  are  herewith  printing  instructions  for  the  planting  of  Delphinium 
seed  and  the  handling  of  small  plants. 

Sow  seed  from  February  to  October,  according  to  climatic  conditions. 
Leaf  mold  and  sand  is  best  if  available.  Level  the  soil  in  flats,  making  rows 
three  inches  apart,  Vs  inch  deep.  Plant  seed  14  inch  apart,  barely  covering 
seeds.  Assure  yourself  of  good  drainage  in  the  bottom  of  flats.  It  is  a  a  good 
idea  to  place  half -inch  of  coarse  gravel  in  the  bottom  of  the  flat  before  filling 
with  soil.  After  seeds  have  been  planted,  spray  the  top  of  your  soil  with  a 
weak  solution  of  Uspulin  or  Semesan.  This  will  have  a  tendency  to  check 
damp-off.  Then  water  well  with  fine  spray  so  as  not  to  wash  soil  and  do  not 
at  any  time  allow  soil  to  become  dry.  75%  of  failure  in  germination  of  seed  is 
due  to  drying  out  of  soil.  Flat  the  small  plants  as  soon  as  the  second  or  third 
leaf  appears,  placing  about  two  inches  apart,  adding  more  loam  to  the  soil  and 
a  little  bone  meal.  Shade  plants  for  about  a  week.  After  fifth  or  sixth  leaf  has 
appeared  we  shift  plants  in  from  2Vz  to  3-inch  pots.  They  are  now  ready  to 
sell  or  to  place  in  the  field.  Plants  may  be  kept  in  these  pots  from  three  to  six 
months  for  selling  purposes.  They  will  form  an  excellent  rooting  system  so 
that  when  they  are  set  out  they  will  bloom  in  three  months.  This  is  the  best 
way  to  handle  Delphinium  rather  than  selling  the  blooming  clump  from  the 
field,  thereby  cutting  the  roots  in  balling  the  plants,  which  cause  the  loss  of 
a  large  percentage  of  plants. 

Delphinium  plants  can  be  transplanted  very  easily  during  their  dormant 
season  and  after  they  are  three  years  old  the  clumps  may  be  divided. 

Planting  them  at  same  level  they  were  before.  Delphiniums  are  fast 
growing  plants  and  need  plenty  of  moisture  and  sunshine.  Never  use  fresh 
manures  in  fertilizing.  Bone  meal  is  the  best  fertilizer,  providing  that  the 
ground  has  plenty  of  humus;  if  not,  add  well  rotted  cow  fertilizer,  with  a 
small  amount  of  lime.  If  available  use  a  small  portion  of  Toro  Brand 
Sulphur  which  will  have  a  tendency  to  check  blight  and  destroy  fungus  growth 
which  is  present  in  so  much  of  the  soil.  We  do  not  cultivate  our  field  plants, 
but  mulch  with  humus  to  hold  moisture.  If  these  instructions  are  followed 
you  will  have  no  difficulty  in  raising  beautiful  Delphiniums.  100  Seeds  $1.00
